Our favourite Camberwell comedian weighs up the options for 
Christmas dinner - organic turkey or a bucket ofKFC? 


C hristmas is coming. It snuck up on 
us, hiding behind blazing autumn 
sunshine, catching us out still wearing 
flip flops when the first mince pies 
landed. No doubt by the time you’re reading this, 
we’ll be in the grip of freak arctic conditions, 
but there have been moments in the run up to 
December when I’ve thought, ‘Well, if it gets any 
milder, Christmas dinner is going to be a barbecue 
on the patio, I’ll do turkey kebabs.’ 

I like to keep things traditional when it comes 
to Christmas. I want it crisp, 

I want it cold and I want 
sprouts. God I love sprouts and, 
as far as I can Google, we are 
the only country in the world 
that saves space on our plate 
for these tightly furled balls of 
festive flatulence. Go Britain! 

What I don’t want is any 
member of my family mucking 
about saying, ‘Let’s have goose 
this year’. Goose is terribly 
flabby meat. I might as well 
offer up one of my legs for the 
table. Keep it dry, keep it 
tasteless and stick to turkey.

Talking of Asian cuisine, 
massive congratulations to 
Camberwell’s very own Silk 
Road Chinese restaurant, which 
recently won the Observer 
Food Monthly's, Cheap Eats 
Restaurant of 2014 award.

in my hair. Seriously, someone needs to set up a 
course so that clumsy, fat-fingered Westerners can 
learn to be Chinese-restaurant confident. There is 
nothing more demeaning than admitting defeat and 
asking for a spoon.

From Brixton to festivals the world over and hack agcdfy Basement Jaxx y 
has been getting the party startedfor two decades. And they’re not done yet...

I t is 20 years since Felix Buxton and 
his friend Simon Ratcliffe began a 
club night called Basement Jaxx in 
their adopted home of Brixton. 
Apologies if that makes some readers feel 
their age, but Felix says for him the 
journey from the rear of the old George 
VI (sadly, now a Tesco Express) to 
becoming influential dance music 
veterans happened in the blink of an eye. 

‘Twenty years doesn’t seem to register 
with me. I think it might be because I DJ 
in clubs. I’m always playing to young 
people. They stay the same age, it’s us 
that got older! ’ 

Much has happened in those two 
decades. Basement Jaxx evolved from the 
coolest party in town to a hit-making, 


chart-topping duo and through their 
house-influenced pop became kings of 
both the airwaves and the dancefloor. 
Their newly released seventh album 
Junto , with its stellar, Ibiza-inflected 
comeback single Never Say Never , 
proves that they still are. 

Felix says that Junto was a deliberate 
move to ‘get back to the essence of what 
we were about’, which goes all the way 
back to their initial Brixton-dwelling 
incarnation: ‘Yeah, those first nights were 
a huge part of it,’ he says. ‘They were 
called something else at first, but 
Basement Jaxx came about when I first 
met Simon. The original name might 
have been Basement Jaxxy, but that’s 
toilet in Irish so that had to go! But I 


thought it was a good name, and we 
thought a good party had to have a good 
name.’ Felix’s idea was to bring a slice of 
the Big Apple to the various pubs and 
cellars of Brixton. 

‘Basically, I was trying to do what I 
thought was happening in New York. I 
had an idea of what the club would be 
like and one room had to have a stack of 
speakers, one strobe and one red light 
with music from the early house scene, 
Latin culture, black culture. The early 
Basement Jaxx sound was based on that. 
When I finally got to a club in New York 
it was exactly the same. I was so pleased!’ 

The nights were a collective, local 
effort with a helping hand from friends: 
‘Alma from Clapham, who ended up on 
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interview 




some of our songs, did the door,’ says 
Felix. ‘My friend Fiona would bring her 
university mates, so we’d have these 
posh white girls and then some crack 
heads from Atlantic Road. They were 
very interested to meet each other. It was 
always a good cultural exchange. 

‘Early on we had open mic with all 
sorts of entertainment. That’s how I met 
the Brazilian crew, on Brixton riot night, 
actually. The tube stopped at Stockwell 
and didn’t go to Brixton so I was chatting 
up a girl and through her I got to know a 
lot of Brazilian people. They would come 
down and play percussion and dance. We 
had a lot of performance art. It was all 
about having fun. Club culture now has 
grown up and become so commercialised.’ 




Felix about a subject that has become 
increasingly pertinent in London suburbs: 
gentrification. The ‘Claphamisation’ of 
SW9 has caused consternation among 
those that feel Brixton is losing its 
identity, but Felix disagrees. 

‘I know some people get scared about 
that, but I think it’s good for the place. 

It’s safer, it’s cleaner, 
the market was dead, so 
it’s a positive thing. 

Everything changes all 
the time. Don’t hold 
onto a stone being 
washed away by 
progress. Five years 
ago Brixton Village was 
a ghost town, but I DJd there in the 
summer and it was so much fun, people 
were laughing, interacting, doing stuff. 

It reminded me in some ways of when 
I was first living there.’ 

Felix’s reminiscing is 
apt, as things have also 
come full circle for 
Basement Jaxx. After a five 
year break (‘we felt like we 
were musically stationary 
and we wanted to reconnect 
with friends and family and 
become human beings 
again’), Junto is a return to 
what the duo do best. 


Early on we had an 
open mic with all sorts 
of entertainment. It was 
all about having fun 


Furthermore, the emergence of acts 
like Disclosure and Rudimental, who 
make no secret of their admiration for 
Basement Jaxx, made their comeback 
a more appealing prospect, not least 
for Felix himself: ‘We’ve had lots of 
minimalism and 
heroin chic, which is 
the opposite to our 
world full of colour 
and texture. The world 
had come back round 
again. I meet young 
producers and DJs 
who consider us 

legends, which was flattering, but it’s 
more a feeling that we fit in again.’ 

To celebrate a year that has reaffirmed 
their status, Basement Jaxx take their 
legendary live show to the 02 Arena. 

‘We want to create a 
clash of going to a club, 
seeing a gig and going 
to the theatre,’ says 
Felix. ‘I’m very excited 
about it. It’ll be a great 
way to end the year.’

MEETS 

MOROCCO 

Take a tour of interior designer Gavin Houghton’s 
Stockwell home where 1920s London meets 
modern day Morocco

T he south London home of interior 
designer Gavin Houghton is 
a vivid culmination of his 
inspiration and ideas. 

‘I like to feel I’m in the 
country,’ he says. Though 
as cars whizz by outside, 
there’s no escaping his 
suburban setting. 

Houghton bought the 
three-storey Georgian 
terrace in Stockwell, which 
he shares with his partner, 
landscape gardener, Bozho 
Gagovski, and dogs Boris and Loulou, 

10 years ago. Following its tenure as 
bedsits, he took the property back to its 
original layout and has, since then, been 
slowly reflecting his unique style across 
each room. 


His look exudes 1920s London, 
paying homage to the Bloomsbury 
Group and Charleston, their country pile 
in the South Downs. 
Houghton has just completed 
renovating a property in 
Tangier, and the essence of 
Morocco imbues his London 
home: T’ve always loved 
Moroccan interiors, so to 
have my own project is a 
dream come true,’ he says. 

His ‘country house- 
inspired’ style is accentuated 
with vintage and antique pieces. 

‘I buy a lot in Oxfordshire, where 
I have a country place, but also 
Golborne Road and the warehouses in 
Bermondsey’, says Houghton, who 
doesn’t seek out particular styles, instead 


buying eclectic pieces he loves: ‘Interiors 
are a big part of expressing yourself and 
I’m a show off’. 

The living room shelves are crammed 
with interiors and art books, like Matisse 
at the Alhambra - a collection of the 
artist’s Moorish works, providing a 
stimulus for Houghton’s Moroccan- 
inspired look. He had visited friends in 
Tangier for just under a decade, before 
deciding to buy his traditional Riad 
bolthole, which is available for short¬ 
term rental through Airbnb. The city is 
‘rough round the edges, but less touristy 
than other parts of the country,’ 

Houghton suggests. 

Across his London home, he displays 
an enviably impressive art collection. 
There are five original Duncan Grant 
sketches, a black and white personal 
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portrait by photographer Jan Baldwin, 
and painterly landscapes and mounted 
ceramic plates. 

‘I grew up in 
Hampshire and my 
parents were both 
artists,’ he explains. 

‘I paint myself, though 
I find less time to than 
I’d like. Art is a 
beautiful thing, I don’t 
think it should be bought to fit into 
a room, like an interior object.’ 

Houghton studied fashion at Kingston 
University, before beginning his career in 
menswear design for 1980s label, Crolla, 
famed for its use of flamboyant fabrics 
and earning a bevy of famous fans, from 
Princess Diana to Isabella Blow. 

He was later Art Director for Vogue 


promotions and head-hunted by World of 
Interiors magazine where he became 
interiors stylist. He has worked on 

properties in the UK 
and internationally 
ever since and was 
recently named in the 
Top 100 Leading 
Designers list by 
House & Garden 
magazine. 

‘Every colour goes with everything, 
it’s about how much you use,’ says 
Gavin, nodding towards lemon yellow 
cushions on a calm, green sofa in the 
double reception room. In these 
adjoining rooms, his style is most 
accentuated, playing with shade, texture 
and layering: ‘The more layering you do, 
the calmer it becomes,’ he says.

with hints of Victoriana a

The lower ground floor kitchen 
leads straight to the garden 


Though the style is quintessential^ 
English, there are suggestions of 
Morocco: brass candlesticks adorn tables 
and walls, a fez sits next to a 1950s 
black telephone and two small white 
tables are carved with Arabic arches. 

The dividing doors are painted in a 
striking Dulux shade of Tarragon Glory. 
‘I love gloss, it feels vintage, old,’ says 
Gavin, whose statement colour is green, 
in its multitude of hues. ‘My favourite 
shade was apple and now it’s slightly 
richer, darker.’ 

Pattem-on-pattem is a recurring 
theme. A blue and white classic floral 
chair stands next to a handmade viridian 
green sofa by Christopher Howe. The 
leafy patterned curtains are made from 
a Colefax & Fowler fabric. The rear 
shutters are stripped wood, so too is the 
mantelpiece. Above it hangs an original 
screen-print by the late, great British 
artist, Patrick Procktor. 

I’d love to have four-poster beds 
in Tangier,’ says Houghton, as he 
animatedly describes draping mosquito 
netting over his own teak, four-poster 
bed in the master bedroom. A structured 
diamond pattern is mirrored in the 
wallpaper by Brunschwig & Fils and 
the curtains by Madeleine Castaing. 

The coordinated blue and brown colour 
scheme creates a linear look. ‘This room 
reminds me of my university days,’ 


he says, ‘the colours are reminiscent of 
a Gitanes cigarette carton.’ 

The ground floor hallway is decorated 
in hand-painted de Gournay wallpaper. 

‘I love wallpaper. It’s the instant-ness 
of it. It’s joyful. ’ A gild-framed painting 
of Paris, costing £20 and found in a flea 
market, hangs on 
the wall. 

Bathrooms feel 
French, with hints 
of Victoriana and a 
little English chintz 
is added with floral 
curtains: ‘French is 
more decorative, prettier, it feels less 
cold,’ he says. His brilliant eye for 
adaptation is displayed in his recreated 
furniture pieces. In the master bathroom, 
a French chest of drawers with a marble 
top is transformed into a sink, which is 
something he does for his clients. 

Houghton also designs chairs and in 
the living room he displays a playful red- 
and-white candy stripped armchair. ‘It’s 
called the Beaton, after Cecil Beaton, 


inspired by his costume designs for My 
Fair Fady,’ says Gavin. He is also a self- 
confessed lamp addict - the tasseled 
lampshades and brass lampstands 
displayed across the ground floor and 
two bathrooms add a playful touch. 

The lower ground kitchen/diner is a 
capacious socialising 
space, with large 
trestle table and 
white-painted chairs. 
The green, ivy- 
patterned wallpaper 
by Pierre Frey makes 
a statement. Against 
it stands a dresser painted in a shade of 
English mustard, which Gavin describes 
as a utilitarian colour: ‘I wanted it to 
have an industrial feel, not at all pretty.’ 

A door leads out to the garden, 
designed by his partner, Bozho, which 
provides the couple with an outdoor 
sanctuary. In keeping with the rest of 
the house, verdant green is of course 
the signature colour.

THE SHRUB & SHUTTER

A cocktail before 
dinner, three 
courses paired 
with fine wines 
and perhaps a digestif. That’s 
supposed to be the order of 
proceedings, right? But who 
has time for all that these days? 

We want decadence and we 
want it now, so let’s strip it all 
back to what really matters - 
great cocktails and great food. That’s exactly 
what you get at The Shrub and Shutter, the new 
cocktail bar in Brixton where drinks are paired 
with beautifully crafted bar snacks. 

The front is predominantly for drinks, but 
there’s no bar, instead there’s a sort of mad 
scientist’s lab where cocktail makers buzz about a 
bench packed with spirits, mixers and herbs, and 
it’s all table service. Through the back it opens up 
to an unexpectedly roomy restaurant, where you 
can enjoy wild sea bass with crushed potatoes 
and a herb salad, or a rack of lamb with mash and 
root crisps. The chef, Dan Knowlson, has 
fashioned a menu that caters to nibblers, full-on 
feasters and the inbetweeners. There’s a set menu 
where two courses will set you back £18, three £22, or you 
can just keep it casual with some snacks. A friend and I shared 
a delicious homemade mackerel pate, the most beautifully 
presented charcuterie board I’ve ever laid eyes on with fennel

and thin wisps of radish, and 
baked figs with ricotta, honey 
and pine nuts (delicious, but 
I would have welcomed a 
little more ricotta). 

There cocktail list is 
innovative and fun, with names 
like The Owl and the Pussycat (gin, quince 
liqueur, celery bitters, plum sake, Baron de 
Sigognac, quince shrub and citrus) and You 
Can’t Handle Chartreuse (gin, Del Maguey 
Mezcal, yellow chartreuse, pineapple, lemon, 
elderflower and green chartreuse jelly). I can 
highly recommend both. The Owl, a beautiful, 
smooth, sophisticated drink, comes with a mini 
cheeseboard, and Chartreuse, served in an 
upturned jelly mould, comes with gummy bears 
teetering overboard and a sprig of thyme. I also 
tried a Hail Caesar (gin, fresh tomato, pink 
grapefruit, hot sauce, lemon and seasoning), 
served with a crayfish dangling over the glass 
on a little bamboo stick fashioned into a fishing 


hook. The cocktail menu is long and complex, and there are 
specials too, so it looks like we’re going to have to spend a 
lot more time here. All in the name of research, of course...

FIT FOR A PRINCE 

Fine-dining, stunning views, local charm... 

St Andrews has it all in abundance

P erched on the North Sea 
coast an hour’s drive from 
Edinburgh, St Andrews has 
long been a popular destination. 
As the birthplace of golf, home to one of 
the country’s top universities and the 
meeting place of the Duke and Duchess 
of Cambridge, there’s no shortage of 
reasons to visit this highland haven. 

With the university first established in 
1413, the architecture here is an eclectic 
mix of old and new with some buildings 
dating as far back as the 13th century. Yet 
with over 7,000 students passing through 
each year, the small town is as buzzing as 
ever - and while not all undergraduates 
find themselves a royal suitor, after a 
bracing seafront stroll or a hot toddy by 
the fire, it’s easy to see why it can ignite 
sparks both old and new. 

A stone’s throw from the beach sits 
our home for the weekend, the newly 
opened Hotel Du Vin, where the decor 
of dark furniture, tartan prints and gentle 
lighting leaves us in no doubt we’ve 
arrived in bonnie Scotland. 

Once settled in with a whiskey and 
shortbread, and the kind of sleep that can 
only be found miles from anywhere, it’s

on to the world- 
famous golf course 
to be put through our 
paces. A Mecca for 
golfers, fans come 
from across the globe to 
putt on these flatlands, and 
visitors can warm up on the 
driving range or try their hand on 
one of the seven public golf courses. 

Those opting for a more relaxed 
approach might amble along the cobbled 
lanes taking in the architecture or 
browsing the boutique shops. It’s 
the perfect way to pass an afternoon. 
Head to the cathedral, a once-colossal 
Catholic Church that took more than 
a century to build, where the ruins still 
stand since the 12th century, or drive to 


the neighbouring village of Crail for 
the picturesque old fishing harbour 
and cliff-side strolls. 

Working up an appetite here isn’t 
difficult. Food-lovers can find ‘the best 
fish and chips in Britain’ (as voted 
2009) in nearby Anstruther 
or join the queues at 
Jeanetta’s gelatari - a St 
Andrews’ stalwart - for 
ice cream that’s fit for 
a King. Built into the 
craggy coastline sits 
the AA Rosette- 
awarded Seafood 
Restaurant, serving 
locally-sourced fish 
alongside wall to ceiling 
views across the bay. 

Back at Hotel Du Vin the food doesn’t 
disappoint. The team use local produce 
for their French-inspired menu of fish 
starters, juicy steaks and classic desserts 
from creme brulee to tarte tatin, while the 
homemade shortbread is crumble-in- 
your-mouth good. 

While for most of us it might not 
guarantee a Prince, a stay in St Andrews 
will sure leave you feeling like royalty.

Converted warehouse properties are ten-a-penny in the 
Docklands, hut south Londoners needn’t miss out

L et’s face it, converted warehouses 
are cool. Years of industrial 
heritage, huge windows, double¬ 
height ceilings, steel pillars 
and vast rooms make them ripe for 
development into a unique home. 

‘Warehouse conversions can be found 
scattered across London,’ says Jason 
Davis, Sales Manager 
at Kinleigh Folkard & 

Hayward’s Peckham 
branch. ‘However we 
predominantly see 
them in more ‘gritty’ 
locations and along the 
river, as these areas 
were ideal for docking ships to unload 
their wares. East London, in particular, 
is known for its warehouse stock. 

‘Although period properties continue 
to be very popular in Peckham,’ 
continues Jason, ‘we have seen an 
increase in enquires for loft-style 
apartments from young professionals and 
creative types. These buyers enjoy the
